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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Independent claims 2 and 7 in the amendment of 10/24/2006 are patentable over 
the prior art of record because the teachings of the references taken as a whole do not 
show or render obvious the combination set forth, including the slots, the first and 
second surfaces of the chute box, the guide members, the side walls and the guide ribs, 
in which the guide ribs are provided so that the width between each of them and the one 
of the side walls becomes narrower toward the second surface of the chute box. Also, 
there is no motivation to combine any of the references to arrive at the claimed 
arrangement.
